G.S.R. 908. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Presi- 
dent hereby makes the following rules regulating the

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into 
or contracted a marriage, with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage Is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to 
do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Nothing In these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided to 
candidate belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and other categories in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

Explanatory Memorandum 

The circumstances under which it has become neces- 
sary to give retrospective eflcct to the amendment 
promulgated in the above notification are briefly as 
follows:— 

The Government of India have decided inter alia to 
raise the upper age limit of 25 years to 30 years for 
recruitment to Services and posts, recruitment to which 
is made through the Combined Engineering Services 
Examination. The raised age limit will be operative 
for two years. It has been decided to give elfect to 
the decision in respect of Che Combined Engineering 
Services Examinations to be held in 1972 and 1973. 
Since the Union Public Service Commission have al- 
ready issued nece'ssary modifications to the Notice 
for the Combined Engineering Services Examination, 
1972, on the 25th March, 1972, tho Central Water En- 
gineering (Class I) Service Rules, 1965, have also to 
be amended with effect from the same date in order 
to bring them in conformity with the aforesaid de- 
cision of the Government. However, this retrospective 
effect to the amendment will not adversely affect any 
one because the amendment in question relates to the 
raising of upper age limit for the candidates who pro- 
pose to take the Combined Engineering Services Ex- 
aminations.
